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FOREWORD 


The  purpose  of  this  manual  is  to  offer  advice  regarding  the  organiza- 
tion of  high  school  libraries  and  recommendations  concerning  the 
selection  of  books.  The  list  of  titles  is  suggestive,  not  exhaustive;  cer- 
tainly it  is  not  mandatory.  The  curriculum,  local  conditions,  finance, 
and  many  other  factors  should  and  do  influence  choice  of  books  for  any 
high  school  library.  However,  some  indication  regarding  the  number 
and  types  of  library  books  to  be  purchased  and  some  declaration  relative 
to  their  use  and  care  after  they  have  been  procured  will,  it  is  hoped, 
prove  of  value  to  school  boards,  teachers,  and  administrators  of  high 
schools  in  the  state. 

The  material  herein  contained  has  been  drawn  fx'om  numerous 
sources.  In  general  it  is  true  that  information  has  been  gathered  from 
four  fairly  well-defined  fields :  First,  from  library  manuals  and  lists 
prepared  by  state  departments  of  public  instruction,  state  libraries,  book 
companies,  and  the  federal  bureau  of  education ;  secondly,  from  checking, 
as  a  part  of  inspection,  the  libraries  of  two  hundred  or  more  high 
schools ;  thirdly,  from  discussing  reference  books  with  a  considerable 
number  of  administrators  and  classroom  teachers  in  Montana  high 
schools ;  finally,  from  the  suggestions  of  librarians  who  have  been  kind 
enough  to  spend  hours  going  over  the  list.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
roster  of  names  of  those  who  have  been  helpful  in  preparing  the  manual. 
Acknowledgement  of  special  indebtedness  is,  however,  made  to  Miss 
Gertrude  Buckhous,  Librarian  of  Montana  State  University,  and  to  Miss 
Eleanor  Lewis,  Reference  Librarian  of  Northwestern   University.

PART   A:      ORGANIZATION    AND    ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF  LIBRARIES 


HOl'SING  OF  THE  LIBRAKY 

There  are  three  liousing  practices  which  obtain  at  preseut.  In  the  very 
small  school  the  book  cases  are  generally  placed  in  the  study  hall  and  the 
pupils  have  continuous  access  to  the  books;  the  study  hall  teacher  or  the 
principal  usually  exercises  some  slight  supervision  over  the  library.  In  the 
school  of  medium  size  the  library  frequently  is  housed  in  some  separate 
room  which  is  kept  locked  much  of  the  time  since  the  teaching  force  of  the 
school  is  not  large  enough  to  allow  of  much  library  supervision.  Tn  the 
larger  schools  the  library  is  generally  located  in  a  room  apart  from  the 
study  hall,   a   librarian  or  teacher  librarian  being  in  charge  at   all   times. 

Few  school  buildings  in  the  state  have  been  built  with  much  thought 
of  library  facilities.  The  American  Library  Association,  78  East  Washing- 
ton Street,  Cliieago,  has  recently  issued  a  bulletin  on  Library  Organization 
and  Equipment  fur  Secondary  Schools;  this  bulletin  is  usually  referred  to 
as  the  "Certain  Beport ' '  since  Mr.  C.  (\  Certain  was  chairman  of  the 
committee  Avhich  prepared  it.  School  administrators  and  executives  planning 
new  buildings  or  contemplating  the  remodeling  of  old  ones  will  do  well  to 
secure  a  copy  of  this  bulletin. 

One  important  factor  to  consider  is  availability.  If  books  are  hard  to 
get  at  they  will  lie  on  the  shelves  unused.  It  is,  therefore,  essential  that 
the  library  shall  be  located  where  it  is  easily  accessible  and  that  it  shall 
be  open  (under  supervision)  at  all  times  of  the  day.  In  the  school  of  small 
or  medium  size  (the  high  school  with  not  more  than  ten  or  twelve  teachers) 
the  only  room  which  meets  these  two  conditions  is  the  study  hall.  If  the 
study  hall  is  large,  a  glass  partition  or  lattice  may  be  built  across  the  rear 
of  the  room  and  the  book  stacks  placed  there.  If  the  study  hall  is  small 
it  can  usually  be  enlarged  by  the  removal  of  some  partitioning  wall  and  the 
above  plan  followed. 

The  library  should  be  made  attractive.  That  it  should  be  well  lighted 
goes  Avithout  saying;  light  tints  on  the  walls  help  the  lighting  and  lend  an 
air  of  cheerfulness  to  the  room ;  appropriate  pictures  and  where  finance 
allows,  statuary  should  be  provided ;  window  curtains  and  potted  plants  give 
a  homelike  appearance;  for  economic  as  well  as  for  aesthetic  reasons  the 
books  ought  to  be  kept  in  good  repair ;  the  desk,  tables,  chairs,  shelves — 
everything  in  the  room  should  be  kept  scrupulously  clean  and  in  excellent 
order. 

EQUIPMENT 

Necessary  equipment  includes  one  or  more  reading  tables,  chairs,  sec- 
tional bookcases  or  built-in  dust  proof  shelves,  charging  desk  or  table,  a 
stand  for  every  dictionary,  one  or  more  magazine  and  newspaper  racks, 
charging  file,  accession  book,  cards  and  pockets  of  various  kinds,  a  dating 
stamp,  a  stamp  for  marking  library  books  as  school  property.  It  is  de- 
sirable that  a  closet  be  provided   for  the  storage   of  books   and  library'   sup- 
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plies  of  various  kinds.  In  addition  such  equipment  as  the  following  can  be 
put  to  good  use  and  should  be  provided  for  larger  libraries :  a  catalogue 
and  shelf  list  file  ease,  book  supports,  shelf  markers,  a  bulletin  board,  a 
typewriter.  Supplies  may  be  purchased  from  almost  any  school  supply  com- 
pany or  from  library  supply  houses  such  as

NUMBER  OF  VOLl  IMES  NECESSARY 

Aside  from  encyclopedias  and  dictionaries,  the  minimum  number  of 
volumes  which   can  be  regarded   as  satisfactory  is   as   follows : 

One-year  high  school  100  volumes 

Two-year    high    school    150       " 

Three-year   high   school    250       " 

Four-year   high    school    (less   than    50    pupils) 300       " 

Four-year  high  schools  enrolling  more  than  fifty  pupils  will  need  larger 
libraries  than  indicated  above.  The  "Certain  Eeport"  states:  "An  ac- 
credited high  school  with  an  enrollment  of  100  or  fewer  students  should  have 
a  library  of  not  fewer  than  1000  carefully  selected  books,  and  schools  with 
an  enrollment  of  200  should  have  at  least  2000  volumes.  This  means  prac- 
tically ten  volumes  for  every  student  in  the  high  school. ' '  Many  of  our 
Montana  high  schools  will  fail  to  reach  this  goal,  but  the  cpiotation  is 
given  here  in  order  that  a  definite  ideal  may  be  established. 

ACCESSIONING  AND  CATALOGUING 

All  libraries  should  be  accessioned.  Usually  they  slioukl  be  catalogued. 
Assuredly   every  library   of   250   or  more  volumes   should   be    catalogued. 

It  is  strongly  urged  that  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  of  cataloguing  be 
used.  If  a  library  already  is  organized  according  to  the  Expansive  or 
equally  satisfactory  system,  there  may  not  be  a  good  reason  for  a  change; 
but  the  Decimal  System  is  most  widely  used  and  allows  of  additions  to  the 
library  from  year  to  year  much  more  easily  than  do  most  other  cataloguing 
systems.  On  page  9  will  be  found  references  to  pamphlets  and  books  on 
library   organization. 

LIBRARIAN  AND  ASSISTANTS 

The  proper  care  of  a  library  requires  considerable  time  and  work.  It  is, 
of  course,  desirable  that  a  trained  librarian  be  employed.  Where  this  is 
impossible  a  teacher  with  some  library  training  should  be  secured  to  act  as 
librarian.  If  an  efficient  corps  of  student  helpers  is  provided,  the  demands 
upon  the  time  of  the  teacher-librarian  will  not  be  extreme.  These  helpers 
can  take  charge  of  the  checking  out  and  in  of  books,  of  returning  all  books 
to  their  proper  places  in  the  stacks,  and  of  caring  for  the  library  during 
every  period  of  the  day.  If  carefully  supervised  they  can  be  of  consider- 
able assistance  in  the  accessioning  and  cataloguing  of  books.  Where  the 
discipline  of  the  library  is  cared  for  by  the  study  hall  teacher,  student 
assistants  can  do  nearly  all  of  the  other  work  necessary  in  the  small  library. 
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THE  CHARGING  SYSTEM 

A  definite  charging  system  should  be  instituted.  Tliere  are  various 
systems  used.  One  Avhich  seems  to  give  general  satisfaction  in  school 
libraries  is  the  following:  Books  are  loaned  for  a  period  of  two  weeks; 
the  charging  file  contains  a  date  index  instead  of  an  alphabetical  one ; 
the  name  (or  number)  of  the  pupil  withdrawing  the  book  is  entered  on 
the  book  card  which  is  then  filed  under  tlie  date  when  the  book  is  due ; 
this  date  is  written  on  the  book  pocket  or  on  a  date  slip  attached  to  the  book. 
Thus  iu  the  charging  file  there  is  a  record  of  the  book,  the  borrower,  and 
the  date  due;  in  the  book  there  is  a  reference  to  the  date  under  which 
the   book    card    is   filed. 

MISCELLANEOUS  SUGGESTIONS 

1.  It  is  essential  that  encyclopedias,  dictionaries,  and  general  ref- 
erences 'be  especially  easy  of  access.  They  may  be  kept  in  the  study 
hall  and  sometimes  iu  the  different  class  rooms.  No  pupil  or  teacher 
should   be   allowed   to   remove   them    from   the   room. 

2.  The  libiary  is  a  place  for  doing  reference  work  only.  Pupili? 
should  not  be  permitted  to  prepare  ordinary  textbook  assignments  in  the 
library. 

3.  Do  not  allow  pupils  to  go  to  the  stacks  for  their  books.  Ad- 
vantages claimed  for  this  system  are  more  than  offset  by  resulting 
disadvantages,  such  as  loss  of  books  and  difficulty  with  keeping  the 
library  in  order.  Books  should  be  checked  in  and  out  by  the  librarian  or 
the   assistant  in  charge. 

4.  Books  reserved  by  a  teacher  as  special  reference  for  the  pupils 
of  some  class  may  be  kept  at  or  near  the  desk  and  checked  out  for  only 
one   period   at    a   time. 

5.  Instruction  in  the  use  of  books  and  libraries  should  be  given  as 
part   of   the   regular    English    work. 

6.  Textbooks  and  classics  (except  as  they  may  be  used  for  reference) 
should   not   be    catalogued    in   the    library, 

7.  In   general   avoid  buying   ' '  sets ' '. 

8.  Time  and  money  may  frequently  be  saved  by  ordering  books  from 
a  general  dealer  who   handles  the   books   of   a   large  number   of   publishers. 

9.  Magazines  and  newspapers  should  not  be  saved  from  year  to  year 
unless  they  are  bound.  Articles  of  importance  should  be  clipped  and 
placed  iu  large  envelopes,  binders,  or  folders  with  the  contents  indicated 
on  the  outside.  These  envelopes,  binders  or  folders  may  then  be  filed  in 
special  filing  cases  or  filing  boxes  secured  from  library  supply  companies. 
If  pupils  and  patrons  are  encouraged  to  bring  in  magazines,  pamphlets, 
and  bulletins,  a  valuable  reference  library  on  a  variety  of  subjects  can 
thus   be   established. 

10.  There  is  no  need  of  duplicating  fiction  contained  in  the  city  or 
county  library,  provided  a  sufficient  number  of  these  volumes  of  fiction 
can  be  made  accessible.  Important  reference  books  should  be  included  in 
the  high  school  library  regardless  of  whether  or  not  they  are  listed  in  the 
public  library. 
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11.  In  smaller  communities  where  no  adequate  city  or  county  library 
facilities  are  provided  the  borrowing  of  school  library  books  by  all  members 
of  the  community  should  be  encouraged. 

12.  In  general  it  is  good  practice  to  stock  the  school  library  with  books 
tangibly  useful  as  references  in  the  subjects  taught  in  that  school. 

13.  Experience  lias  proved  that  it  is  more  satisfactory  to  mark  the 
class  numbers  in  white  ink  on  the  back  of  the  book  than  to  use  paper  labels. 
When  carefully  done  the  painting  Avith  mixed  shellac  and  lampblack  of  an 
inch-wide  band  at  a  uniform  distance  from  the  bottom  of  the  books  forms 
a  neat  background  for  the  white  lettering.  A  final  coat  of  white  shellac  will 
protect   the  lettering. 

14.  An  inventoiy  of  the  library  should  be  taken  at  least  once  each 
year,  preferably  toward  the  close  of  the  scliool  year.  Equipment,  as  well  as 
books  should  be  inventoried.  For  the  purpose  of  checking  books,  a  shelf 
list   will  be  found  useful. 

15.  In  the  list  of  titles  wliich  follows,  the  books  have  been  listed  by 
publishers.  Some  of  these  books  may  be  bought  in  cheaper  editions.  It  is 
especially  recommended  that  catalogues  of  the  titles  contained  in  Every- 
man's Library  (Button),  in  Altemus  Edition  (Henry  Altemus  Co.,  Phila- 
delphia), and  in  Burt's  Home  Library  (Burt)  be  obtained.  Books  from 
Everyman's  Library  should  be  ordered  in  "library  cloth". 

16.  Professional  books  for  teachers  should  not  be  catalogued  in  the 
high  school  library.  It  is,  however,  urged  that  a  professional  library  for 
teachers  be  maintained  in  every  school.  In  this  library  should  be  included 
as  many  as  possible  of  the  titles  contained  in  the  Montana  Teachers'  Beading 
Circle  List.  For  suggestions  regarding  methods  in  teaching  various  school 
subjects  the  books  of  American  Teachers'  Series  (Longmans),  of  Teachers' 
Professional  Library  (Macmillan),  and  of  Riverside  Textboolcs  in  Education 
(Houghton)   are  invaluable. 
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PART  B:     BOOKS  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 


In  the  following  pages  an  effort  has  been  made  to  list  books  which 
should  be  inchided  in  the  average  higli  sohool  library.  For  purposes 
of  indieating  preferences  a  system  of  starring  has  been  employed.  Double 
starring  indiea-les  the  greatest  desirability;  single  starred  volumes  may  be 
next  providetl;  books  not  starred  may  be  bought  whenever  occasion 
arises  and  fuiance  allows.  The  nimiber  of  double  starred  titles  has 
purposely  been  limited;  consequently,  while  it  is  reconmiended  tliat  schools 
first  seciu^e  these  volimies,  it  is  urged  tliat  no  school  l>e  siitisfied  with 
providing  merely  tliis  restricted  lists.*

One  of  the  briefer  encyclopedias  will  probably  be 
found  adequate  for  a  one-year  or  two-year  high  school.  For  three-  or 
four-year  high  schools  a  more  elaborate  work  of  reference  is  needed. 
Miss  Martha  Wilson  in  Bulletin  of  the  Bureau  of  Education,  1917,  No. 
41  recommends  Everyman  Encyclopedia  as  a  shorter  work  and  The  New 
International   as   a   more   elaborate   encyclopedia.
